FOR  THE  TREATMENT  OF  THE  MOST  COMMON 
COMPLAINTS  BY  HOMCEOPATHIC  REMEDIES. 


THE  DOSE 

OF  EVERY  MEDICINE  RECOMMENDED  IS  INVARIABLY 

FOR  AN  ADULT— Eight  Globules,  two  drops  of 
the  Tincture  or  dilution,  two  grains  of 
Trituration  (powder)  or  two  tablets. 

FOR  A CHILD— Half  the  quantity. 

FOR  AN  INFANT— One-fourth  the  quantity. 

A drop  of  Tincture  is  easily  divided  by  mixing 
one  drop  with  two  spoonfuls  of  water  and  giving 
a spoonful  for  a dose. 

Dose  to  be  repeated  every  one,  two,  four  or  six 
hours  as  the  symptoms  -are  more  or  less  severe. 
Globules  may  be  taken  dry  on  the  tongue  or  in  a 
teaspoonful  of  water. 

The  most  appropriate  time  for  taking  medicine, 
as  a rule,  is  on  rising  in  the  morning  and  at  bed 
time.  If  oftener  prescribed — one  hour  before  meals, 
or  two  hours  after.  In  severe  cases  repeat  dose 
every  hour  till  relieved,  then  only  every  two,  three 
or  four  hours,  as  case  requires. 

N.  B.  — When  taking  Homoeopathic  Medicines 
the  patient  must  abstain  from  all  other  remedies^ 
as  herbs,  drinks  and  odours,  as  camphors,  cologne, 
hartshorn,  &o.,  and  avoid  vinegar,  pickles,  pepper, 
spices,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  spirituous  liquors 
and  tobacco. 
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MANUAL: 

“ OR  WHAT  TO  GIVE  IN  DISEASE.” 

Abscess — When  there  is  much  pain  and  swell- 
ing— Bell.  When  matter  begins  to  form — Hep  S. 
When  it  is  red  and  shining,  and  situated  in  the 
glands  of  the  neck — Merc.  S.  or  Dulc.  To  remove 
tendency  to  abscesses  take  a dose  of  Sulphur  every 
other  night.  Cloths  clipped  in  the  Extract  of 
Witch  Hazel  and  applied  to  the  parts  is  of  great 
service. 

Appetite — Loss  of,  without  any  apparent  de- 
rangement of  the  system — China.  When  it  pro- 
ceeds from  sedentary  habits,  late  hours,  too  free 
indulgence  in  wines  or  spirits,  worse  in  the  morning 
— Nux  V.  If  from  partaking  of  rkh  food,  pastry, 
pork,  &c, — Pulsatilla.  From  overloading  the  stom- 
ach— Antim.  Crudum,  or  ute  No.  8 Specific. 

Aphthse  (ThPUSh) — Give  Merc.  S.  a dose  three 
times  a day.  This  remedy,  promptly  used,  seldom 
fails  to  effect  a special  cure.  In  bad  cases,  a 
solution  of  Borax  may  be  pointed  over  the  tongue 
and  fauces  by  means  of  a camel’s  hair  pencil.  Sul- 
phur and  Phytolacca  are  also  useful  remedies. 
Specific  No.  25  is  a valuable  remedy  in  this  trouble. 

Asthma — For  difficult  breathing,  oppression  of 
the  chest,  and  great  debility,  give  Arsen.  For  con- 
striction in  the  chest,  and  rattling  of  mucus  wheez. 


Specific  No.  8 Cures  Dyspepsia,  etc.— 25  cents 
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ing,  (fee.,  give  Ipeo.  If  there  is  a short  dry  coughj 
oppression  of  the  chest,  indigestion,  Nux  V.  may 
be  taken.  Lobelia  is  also  of  great  service  in  Spas<> 
modic  Asthma,  with  hawking  up  of  mucus.  Specific 
No.  19  may  be  used  when  these  remedies  fail. 

I Bilious  Headaches — Symptoms— -Nausea,  fre- 
quently vomiting  of  bile,  bitter  taste,  thirst,  loss 
of  appetite,  headache,  furred  tongue,  constipation, 
'(fee-*  Merc,  and  Nux  V alternately  every  two  or 
three  hours.  If  brought  on  by  eating  rich  food,  or 
ijby  errors  of  diet,  take  Puls.  Frontal  Headache — 
Bryonia.  Sick  Headache-^Ipecac,  Iris.  Congestive 
- Aconite,  Bell,  Glonoin.  Nervous — Ignatia,  Coffea. 
Sunstroke — Glonoin.  Periodical  Sick  Headache — 
Sanguinaria.  Dose  of  the  remedy,  every  half  hour 
until  relieved.  Homo  Tinct.  Podophyllin,  No.  7 
Specific  and  Golden  Health  Pellets  are  valuable 
remedies. 

Boils — These  troublesome  things  are,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  best  cured  by  Arn.  especially  if 
they  are  small.  If  red  and  painful— Bell.  If  sup- 
puration has  commenced  the  best  remedy  to  bring 
them  to  head  is  Hep.  S.  A cold  water  compress  is 
an  excellent  local  application,  with  a little  Ex- 
tract Witch  Hazel  added.  The  Golden  Health 
Pellets  are  a Specific  in  these  troubles. 

Constipation  — If  attended  with  headache, 
giddiness,  hard  knotty  stools — Nux.  Vom.  In 
chronic  cases,  especially  if  there  is  a tendency  to 
piles — Sulph.  If  with  unpleasant  taste  in  the 

mouth — Merc.  S If  with  disordered  stomach  and 
headache — Bry.  If  habitual  constipated — Sulphur 
night  and  morning  for  two  or  three  weeks  have 
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cured  many  cases,  or  use  No.  15  Specific  and  Tinct. 
Podophyllin,  both  useful  remedies.  A new  remedy 
and  a valuable  one  is  the  “ Golden  Health 
Pellet  ” 

Chilblains— Those  who  annually  suffer,  may 
safely  conclude  that  the  cause  is  constitutional,  and 
they  will  do  well  to  commence  taking  Sulph.  night 
and  morning  before  the  cold  weather  sets  in.  Phosph 
is  also  a good  remedy.  Arnica  Lotion  and  Tamus 
Com  are  among  the  best  local  applications-— where 
not  broken,  a certain  specific ; if  broken,  apply 
Calendula  Cerate,  or  Extract  of  Witch  Hazel. 

CPOUp — If  there  is  a great  thirst,  hurried  breath- 
ing, burning  heat,  dry  cough — Aeon,  If  much 
phlegm,  rattling  of  mucus,  and  loose  cough— Hepar. 
S.  Loud  sonorous  cough,  noisy  respiration,  ac- 
companied with  fits  of  choking  — Spong.  If  there  is 
soreness  of  the  throat,  dry  cough  and  headache — 
Bell.  Specific  No.  12  covers  all  conditions,  and  is 
a valuable  remedy. 

Colds — When  there  is  a constitutional  tendency 
to  take  cold — Calc.  C.  is  a good  remedy  ; a dose 
night  and  morning  for  a month.  Feverish  colds — 
Aeon,  and  Bell.  Cold  in  the  head,  with  watery 
discharge  from  the  nose,  and  smarting  and  stinging 
in  the  eyes  and  nose — Ars.  A common  cold  is  well 
met  with  alternate  use  of  Aeon,  and  Nux.  V.  Con- 
centrated Solution  of  Camphor  is  also  a good  remedy 
In  the  incipient  stage.  If  not  soon  relieved  try 
Mercury  and  Pulsatilla.  Gelsemium  is  also  good  in 
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first  symptoms  of  cold.  Specific  Nos.  2 and  6 
will  be  found  very  useful  remedies,  and  act  quick  ; 
and  if  Cold  is  in  the  head  use  “ Croton  Catarrh 
Rbmedy,”  snuffed  up  the  nostrils  3 or  4 times  a 
day  after  meals 

Gougfhs. — Moist  or  loose — Dulc  , Hep.  S.  Hard 
dry  cough — Bell,  Nux  V*  Shootings  in  side,  or 
pains  in  the  chest,  with  difficult  respiration— Bry. 
Chronic  cough,  hoarseness,  pain  in  the  chest — 
Phosph.  Obstinate  cough,  with  copious  expectora- 
tion— Sulph  and  Ipec,  Shaking  cough  with  sore 
throat  and  hoarseness — Merc  and  Bryonia.  In 
chronic  and  catarrhal  cases,  use — Kali  Bichrom 
and  Aur  Mur. 

Colie  (Gripes) — The  medicines  usually  adapted 
are  as  follows  : — Severe  colic,  causing  the  patient 
to  double  up — Coloc.  Bilious  colic— Cham  or  Nux 
V.  Flatulent  colic — Nux  China,  Puls,  or  Lycopod. 
Biliousness — Podophyllin.  Abdominal  colic  or 

neuralgia— Belladonna  and  Nux  Vom  Take  oc- 
casional dose  of  Golden  Health  Pellets  as 
.preventative. 

Cholera. — Give  Camphor  at  the  outset  when 
there  is  great  prostration,  collapse  and  icy  coldness, 
and  before  there  is  any  vomiting  or  purging. 
Veratrum  Alb.  for  excessive  vomiting  and  purtiing 
with  violent  pains  in  the  abdomen  and  extremities 
— Arsenicum  if  the  collapse  deepens,  intense  thirst, 
yet  the  least  quantity  of  liquid  is  vomited  up  again. 
Cuprum  Acet  for  violent  cramps,  spasmodic 
twitching  of  fingers  or  toes,  no  vomiting.  No.  3 
Specific  is  also  a valuable  remedy. 

DiarrhOBa — Painless,  attended  with  great  weak- 
ness— China.  Bilious  Diarrhoea  thirst,  foul  tongue. 


. Speoilic  Nq,  U Cure^  Female  Weakness— 85o, 
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gripings,  nausea,  vomiting,  and  loss  of  appetite — i 
Cham  and  Merc  atlernately.  From  a chill — Dulc.  ® 
With  colic — Cham.  English  Cholera — Ars,  Verat, 
especially  if  there  is  burning  pains,  vomiting,  cold- 
ness of  the  body,  cramps,  severe  colic,  &c.,  in 
alternation  after  each  motion.  From  biliousness — 
Pod.  No.  5 Specific  is  useful  in  this  complaint. 

DysonteFy. — If  there  is  a violent  straining,  with 
bloody  evacuations,  mixed  with  mucus,  clammy  | 
perspiration,  &c. — Merc  C.  The  application  of  a 
warm  bread  or  bran  poultice  to  the  abdomen,  if ! 
there  is  much  pain.  -Try  also  Nux  and  Podoph.  If! 
much  pain  in  the  bowels,  apply  hot  brandy,  and 
cover  with  dry,  hot  flannel.  If  griping  and  colic,  i 
causing  to  bend  double — Colcoynth,  repeat  dose! 
after  every  evacuation.  No.  3 Specific  will  be  found  j 
of  great  service,  and  cloths  wrung  out  of  hot  Witch  ! 
Hazel  Extract  to  the  abdomen.  | 

Diphtheria.— This  is  a very  severe,  painful  and 
fatal  disease,  carrying  oflf  hundreds  of  children,  an-| 
nually.  It  generally  attacks  the  throat,  mucus; 
membranes,  and  when  it  does,  it  is  fatal.  Remedies 
Acid  Sulphurous,  in  its  first  stage,  is  a certain  speci- 
fic. Dose  for  children,  3 to  5 drops  in  desertspoon- 
ful  of  water  every  hour  or  two,  as  the  case  requires, 
gargling  the  throat  With  the  same  strength  before 
each  dose.

^jjjpossible.  And  having  slept  give  it  the  breast,  and 
miif  no  milk  there,  then  feed  it  with  good  sweet 
'^jinilk  one  part,  and  warm  water  four  parts,  and  no 
gj^^Bweeter  than  its  mother’s  breast  milk,  and  just  as 
^i|Warm,  and  under  no  circumstances  give  it  any 
stronger  food.  After  feeding  or  nursing,  wash  its 
|j,|tnouth  out  each  time  with  a little  warm  water,  it 
•prevents  thrush. 

I The  mother’s  breast  milk  is  certainly  the  most 
natural  food  for  the  infant,  and  there  cannot  be  a 
^jjmore  delightful  occupation  for  a fond  and  anxious 
^^iimother  than  to  suckle  her  infant  child.  When 
there  is  plenty  of  breast  milk,  the  mother  and  child 
^^ijquite  healthy,  there  will  be  sufficient  for  the  child’s 
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nourishment  for  the  first  four  or  five  months,  with  ^ 
out  artificial  food.  The  breast  milk  is  frequently  uj 
affected  in  its  quality  and  quantity,  by  the  mentr 
and  physicatl  state  of  the  mother.  Fright  wil 
sometimes  stop  the  secretion  altogether  ; a fretfu 
state,  or  greatly  depressed  spirits  will  lessen  /htygjj 
milk.  Passions,  anxieties  of  mind,  generally  a:^ec 
the  milk,  and  seriously  affect  the  child,  produjCin^ 
irritation,  griping,  diarrhoea,  green  stools,  anc 
probably  convulsions,  and  even  death.  Mother 
while  nursing  their  babes,  should  as  far  as  possible! 
keep  in  a tranquil  state,  and  allow  nothing  t< 
disturb  their  minds,  as  all  disturbances  are  liabli  m 
to  affect  the  child. 

All  mothers  should,  if  possible,  unless  diseasi  ijjg, 
prevents,  suckle  their  children  for  the  first  four  o 
five  months,  and  if  they  should  not  have  sufficienj 
to  satisfy  their  wants,  recourse  must  be  had  U 
supply  the  deficiency  with  artificial  food  as  near  U 
the  natural  milk  of  the  mother  as  possible.  TW 
most  convenient  we  possess,  from  being  an  articli 
of  daily  consumption,  is  the  milk  from  the  cowj 
The  milk  from  one  cow  must  only  be  used  ; nevei  ^ 
use  mixed  milk,  as  it  is  decidedly  injurious.  Tak<  ‘“J' 
one  part  of  new  milk  and  four  parts  of  water,  an(^ 


thicken  slightly  with  any  of  the  patent  foods  iiT““' 
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the  market ; a good  substitute  for  breast  milk  i_ 
the  following  : Dissolve  one  ounce  of  sugar  of  mill 
in  (1^)  three-quarters  of  a pint  of  boiling  water 
and  mix  with  a quarter  pint  of  fresh  cow’s  milk 
and  sweeten  lightly,  and  put  in  a feeder.  This  maj  y 
be  used  with  safety  during  the  first  two  or  thre< 
months.  If  the  mother  gives  the  child  the  breast 
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len  it  is  better  to  leave  out  the  cow’s  milk  and 
it  in  double  the  quantity  of  sugjar  of  milk,  as  it 
t»es  not  answer  to  mix  the  two  milks.  Feed  the 
J lild  three  or  four  times  a day,  and  on  no  account 
vtrload  its  stomach,  as  it  is  positively  injurious  ; 
1st  give  it  sufficient  to  keep  it  quiet,  and  then  put 
“S . to  rest  quietly,  and  on  no  account  disturb  till  its 
)od  is  settled.  This  shaking  and  knocking  infants 
bout  is  a very  injurious  practice,  and  should  not 
e done  or  allowed,  as  it  disturbs  them  and  pro- 
° uces  colics,  griping,  diarrhoea,  spasms,  etc.  The 
Ittle  ones  require  every  attention  and  care  during 
leir  infant  life  and  until  they  are  able  to  walk, 
hey  should  also  get  plenty  of  fresh  air  daily,  as 
is  the  life  of  them.

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OVERSTUFFING  BABIES 

During  the  first  year  children  are  as  a rule,  stuffi 
early  and  late ; hence  the  greatest  mortality  is 
that  age.  After  this  they  are  allowed  more  tl 
between  meals  ; hence  a less  proportion  die. 
example,  while  one-third  of  the  deaths,  accorcini 
to  mortality  reports,  are  of  children  under  one  Veai 
only  one-fifth  are  between  one  and  five  years,  ^fte 
five  years  of  age  children  are  fed  on  something  lik 
the  three  meal  system,  and  comparatively  ve/y  fe\ 
die  between  five  and  thirteen  years  of  age.  l/iaspit 
of  these  figures,  or  because  their  significance  ha 
not  been  noted,  it  has  not  occurred  to  the  people  t 
begin  with  three  meals.  The  farmer  who  wa^tst 
raise  the  best  possible  animal  from  a calf,  le^s  th 
creature  suckle  in  the  morning  at  milking  time  an 
again  at  night,  witJi  possibly  a meal  at  noon.  H \ 
is  wise  enough  to  feed  his  calf  only  twice  or  at  mo£ 
only  three  times  a day,  and  the  result  is  that  th 
calf  thrives  from  birth,  and  sickness  is  unknowrj|. 
The  same  farmer  has  a baby  born,  and  a contrar 
course  is  pursued  with  contrary  result.  Even  bi' 
fore  nature  supplies  the  food,  before  the  mother 
milk  comes,  the  ignorant  nurse  doses  the  baby  wit 
sweetened  water  or  cow’s  milk.  This  results  i 
stomach  ache,  and  the  cries  of  pain  being  mistake' 
for  cries  of  hunger,  down  goes  another  dose,  unt; 
finally,  when  the  mother^s  milk  does  come,  th 
child’s  stomach  is  in  a condition  to  revolt  at  an^  ® 
thing.  If,  owing  to  a vigorous  constitution,  th^ 
little  victim  goes  along  for  a few  weeks  or  months 
it  is  generally  fed  every  hour  or  oftener,  unless  ^ 
happens  to  be,  as  is  often  the  case,  in  a lethargi 
sleep  for  several  hours,  sleeping  off  a surfeit  as  a 
adult  sleeps  off  a “ drunk, — Du.
